Gamblers Trap the Unwary With 


Fascinating “Shell” Game on

Mississippt’s Frozen Surface

Thousands Crossing Natural Bridge See Fakers Fill 
Their Pockets With Spoils From Frigid Sleight of 
Hand Performance on No Man’s Land. 


Gamblers are operating on the ice be- 
tween St. Louis and East St. Louis Mon- 
day, apparently safe from the interference 
of either the local or the East Side au- 
therities or the Federal officers. 

Both levees of the river are patrolled by 
‘cappers’’ soliciting business for the frigid 
games in progress on No Man's Land, the 
frozen surtace of Father Mississippi. And 
the games follow their environment; they 
are a cold, hard proposition to _ invest 
money in. If you lose you lose, and if 
you win you lose before you can get away. 

The game is the fascinating sleight of 
hand known as the “shell,” wherein the 
innocent bets that he can pick out the 
shell under which the blue pea is, after he 
has seen with his own eyes the pea go 
under. Naturally he is much chagrined 
to find that there was something wrong 
with his eyesight, fer the pea is always 
found under another shell. It is one of the 
Simplest known methods of separating & 
victim from his money. 


Erect Tables on the Ice. 


The gamblers took advantage of Sunday 
and the lack of city jurisdiction in the 
middle of the Mississippi river, as well as 
the lack of expense incidental to the hiring 
of steamboats, to erect their shell game 
tables on the ice midway between the 
east and west shores, and proceeded to 
fleece the unwary. 

Sunday afternoon a continuous stream of 
people passed between St. Louis and Fast 
St. Louis over the natural bridge formed 
by the ice.. The roadway across the ice be- 
gins at the foot of North Market street, 
and while the surface of the river is a 
mass of rough hummocks of ice both 
above and below it, the path is smooth. 
Almost to the middie of the river the path 
runs east and west. There it makes a wide 
detour and then straightens out again for 
the east shore. 

Hundreds of

About 3 o'clock a roughly dressed man 
with a big red mustache and a chin that 
needed a shave, stepped upon the ice from 
the east shore. He carried under his arm 
what looked like a music roll. 


Gambler Starts His Game.

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GET AN INTELLECTUAL FAD. 

Kdmond Winston Pettus, the “Father of the Senate,” in spite 
of his 84 years, is an active worker in the public service. 

In 1849, being then 28 years old, Mr. Pettus traveled by horse- 
back in company with some friends from Selma, Ala., to the 
Pacifie coast. [le carried with him three books: the Bible, 
Shakespeare and the poems of Robert Burns. These he read 
evenings while camped in the wilderness,

after,” says 


‘Mr. Pettus, “The silence, the solitude, the fitful light of the 


fire and the tremendous significance of the written messages 
under such conditions cannot be put into words. I treasure’ 
these books as my choicest possessions, and when things go 
awry | go back to them for comfort and assistance, and never 
in vain.” 

How many men have been “spoiled” by such a course of 
reading in youth? How many are unable to hold their minds 
to the low and trashy and mean and commonplace in literature 
because they framed their intellectual desires upon the model 
of great literature? 

But there is anether value in such reading. Intellectua] work- 
ers live long. And while they live they work. There is seldom 
a long decline and a protracted season helplessness. They are 
alert and active to the last. Mr. Pettus himself is an example; 
Mr. Morgan, his colleague, is another. Mr. Gladstone lived 5% 
years and not until the last few months was he unable to exert 
himself with the power of maturity. 

Men who dread old age because of its helplessness will find 
in increasing intellectual work the best guarantee against 
senility. Let the business man devote his leisure to a line 
of research and absorption—literary, scientific or philosophic. 
He will be strengthened and amused by it. And he will proba- 
bly prolong his usefulness to the end. 
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Gov. Folk will hit the nail on the head if he calls to account 
the members of the State Board of Agriculture for -delegating 
ex-Lieutenant-Governor Colman to plead for the retention of 
the racetrack gambling law in the statute books, because the 
state fair derives a paltry revenue from the profits of the vice 
syndicate. The spectacle of a representative of a state board 
lobbying against the. repeal of an act which shocks the moral 
sense of citizens, undermines public and private morals and 
menaces the welfare of the commonwealth, is truly edifying. 
The action of the board is bad in taste, judgment and morals.

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THE TEST OF THE CZAR. 

Count Cassini declared that the workingmen’s atrikes in 
Russia had no political significance. He preserved more of the 
reticence of diplomacy than did Minister Witte in his cable- 
gram to the Post-Dispatch, printed Saturday. 

M. Witte faces the facta frankly. The situation, 
has been grossly exaggerated abroad, but he freely admits that 
the disturbances are not at an end; that they are due to a 
number of causes, and that a serious crisis actually 
With all of his reserve M. Witte makes no pretense of shutting 
his eyes to the political bearing of the popular uprisings in the 
capital and provinces. 

Being free for once from official restraint, M. Suvarin, editor 
of the. Nevoe Vremya, in. the columns of the Post-Dispatch can 
openly advocate reform and constitutionalism as the only politi- 
eal salvation of Russia. What he says of the spread of discon- 
tent through all classes of the Russian population fully con- 
firms the views of foreign observers distinctly hostile to Rus- 
sia. But his complete faith in the childlike nature of the Rus- 
sian makes him dismiss as improbable a revolution of force. 

Is it possible that the Russian peasahts are so unlike other 
animals that hunger will not make them desperate? 

The Czar cannot prosecute the war in Manchuria “to the 
bitter end” and at the same time conciliate his subjects at home 
with half way concessions. Temporizing measures that tvould 
have fended off danger a year ago will no longer stifle the 
popular consciousness of enduring wrong.

How to Save the Corporation. 
Judge P. 8S. Grosscup in February Mc- 

Clure’s. 

Our parimount problem is not how to 
crush, or hawk at, or hamper the corpora- 
tion, merely because it is a corporation; 
but how to make this new form of prop- 
erty ownership a workable agent toward 
repeoplizing the proprietorship of the coun- 
try's industries. 

The first step in the solution of that prob- 
lem is, that the government obtain a full 
grasp of the whole subject matter; and 
this, in my judgment. can adequately be 
done only by putting aside the five-and- 
forty bewildering state hands, for the one 
great national hand. 

The second step, the step for which the 
first is taken, is to take care upon what 
kind of corporate proposal the govern- 
ment's great seal is set—to cut out the 
stock-jobbing corporation; the water- 
logged corporation; the mere vision of 
visionaries; the labyrinthian corporation 
whose stock and bond issues are so pur- 
posely tangled that no mind, not an ex- 
pert's, can follow their’ sinuosities. In 
short, to regenerate the corporation, 

The third step is to open to the wage- 
earner of the country the road to proprie- 
torship. The basis of every successful en- 
terprise the command: Go forth, in- 
crease, and multiply; and to no enterprise 
can rightfully be denied the fruits of that 
command. But capital is not the sole 
thing that enters into enterprise. The skijl

Of course, this is the. psychological mo- 
ment in the play, and the gypsy bobs up. 
He slips around in the neighborhood and 
wins a reputation as a sorcerer with pow- 
to cast spelis for good or evil. He had 

Known about the boy, and when he 
learns it he is strongly affected—tfeeling, 
as he does, for the first time in his life, 
the sense vf a father’s responsibility, the 
only responsibility he had ever knuwn. The 
Signeur is in distress with things going 
wrong, and ne appeals to the gypsy sor- 
cerer. In the scene where the gypsy goes 
to him overawes him with gypsy incanta- 
tions and wrings from him consent to his 
daughter's wedding with Toinette’s son, 
Mr. Skinner employs with splendid effect 
those gifts of voice and finesse and ‘those 
arts of person which have won him sv 
much applaus¢ upon the American stage. 
It is a true gypsy scene—quite as good as 
anything one would be likely to stumble 
upon in prowling o’ nights in the ruins of 
the famous Alhambra. 

The play is prolonged into a fifth act to 
permit the sounding of the truly poetic 
note of the story—the domestication of the 
Gypsy. He is left alone with Toinette's 
husband on Christmas eve. Francois is an 
‘invalid, and while the chimes of Christ- 
imas are ringing without he dies in his 
chair. The gypsy takes his hat and stick 
and sets out to resume his nomadic life, 
but the charm of home stealis into his 
heart, and he struggles there in the door- 
way between his old life and the new life 
now possible with Toilinette. The home 
wins, and as the curtain descends the 
Gypsy is crying out joyously his intention 
to stay and peeling off his coat. 

All of which is chock full of the idyllic, 
the charm of a really poetic drama. It is 
pleasing, but scarcely satisfying. it is 
short of the measure of Mr. Skinner's abil- 
ity. The Sunday night audience, however, 
received it surprisingly well, the calls for 
the star at times approaching an ovation. 

Perhaps they were all flat dwellers there. 

The scenery is beautiful. The company is 
small. but singularly able. J. M. Colviile, 
who carries the second act almost alone, 
Mr. Skinner never appearing at aTl, is es- 
pecially good as Francois. Marion Abbot's 
work as Catherine was impersonating a 
sympathetic woman most commendably. 

Lizzie Hudson Coiller, who plays Toinette, 
an actress of much evident ability and 
fine intelligence. Miss Maud Durbin (in 
private life Mrs. Otis Skinner) ployed the 
part of Aline, the seigneur’s dayghter, and 
a sweet character she made of her. George 
Clarke, as the seigneur; Russel Cauford, as 
Martin, and E. iA. Pberle, as Thomas, are 
other able members of Mr. Skinner's com- 
vay. 

If its dramatic strength equaled its poetic 
and pastoral charm, ‘““The Harvester’ would 
serve Mr. Skinner for several seasons. As 
it is, it will be short-lived.
